Terrible Scenes of Anguish at the Mouth 
of the Shaft. 

While \) miners were at work in the 
Red Ash vein in the Twi n shaft, at Pitte- 
ton, Pa, about three o’clock in the morn: 
ing. the roof caved in, and it is believed 
that alofthe men perished. About 
forty of the imprisoned men were English 
speaking miners, the others foreigners. 

he men were at work propping up the 

roof when the fall occurred. At 3 o'clock 
nthe afternoon the first bodies were 
found in the slope. some distance from 
the place where the men had been work- 
ing. More than two-thirds of the vic- 
tims were married men, leaving families.

stream of tailings passing through the 
machine alternately on each side of the 
folds. As the folds in the entire inner 
cylinder are amalgamated on both sides, 
it will at once be perceived that the 
PE powere of this machine are 
very great; whi e the corrugations in the 
machine at only prevent scouring but 
make the machine practically a revolving 
slnice box, having amalgamated copper 
ritiles, Means are provided for quicklv 
opening the machine, end it takes but a 
few minutes to extract or clean any or ail 
of the plates. From the eecond cham! ar, 
where the beating or agitating paddles 
are placed, the tailings pass into the FF 3- 
charge;. bree by easily arranged parts 
throws ont two separate grades of tailings, 
heavy sad light.

NOVEL TELESCOPE, 


It Enables the Observer to See Overa Wall 
or From Behind a Tree. 


Great interest was manifested at the 
recent meeting of the British Royal In- 
stitution in the new field glasses and 
stereo-telescopes shown by the Zeiss 
works at Jena. These instruments posa- 
sess remarkable features different from 
anything previously known. The objects 
sought in their design are (1), to obtain 
a considerably larger fleld than that pos- 
seseed by an opera glaas of similar maz- 
nifying power without the use of omti- 
Bary telescopic eyepieces, and (2) t 
enhance the stereoscopic effect of the im- 
ages seen through the telescopes by plac- 
ing the object alasses of the binocular 
father apart than tbe interocular distance 
of the eye. or that of the eyepieces. Two 
trpes of glasses are made—field giasees, 
with magnifving powers from four to 
eight diameters, and stereo-binocular tel- 
escopes, with powers of eight to ten di- 
ameters. In the stereo-binocular trle- 
scope the object glasses can be moved 

through a wide range. They can be put 
so far apart sideways that it is possi’iec 
to stand behind a gocd-sized tree, with a 
glass at each side of it. the observer be- 
ing thus hidden while he clearly sees all 
before him. Also, it is possible to put 
the two object glasses close together and 
look over a wall which is higher than 
the ob-erver himself. The value of this 
arranzem in military matters is too 
obvious to need menrion. It is the real- 
ization of the Lrishman’s ideal of seeing 
around the e orher.
